The Franchise, 



Now AdvortiBotnonta. 



As wo remarked yesterday thero 1ms 
probably uever boon any question con- 
nB otod with the governing of a country 
which hus clicitod a greater diversity of 
opiuon amongst statesmen than that of 
franchise or suffrage. The theory oi 
uni»ersffl suffrago is one which is most 
naturally and almost universally em 
braced by nearly all classes and ranks 
of men, aud it it a theory which canDOt 
be successfully oppoeod by any legiti- 
mate ethical logio. In practico, how- 
ever, thero may bo shown many serious 
and weighty objootions to the principle 
being adopted to nu unlimited extent. 
On one point tbero can bo but little dis- 
agreement, and that is, whatever may 
be the acquired or natural qualifications, 
by whioh a man is ootillod to vote, a 
system of registration is indispensable 
to a just aud satisfactory issao. The 
reooption of a man's voto at the hustings 
Bhoold not rost upon tho contingency of 
an oath at a timo wood parties aro so 
excittd that almost any schome may bo 
resorted to in order to swoll tho poll 
lint, and when tho most unscrupulous 
man will gain tho most thereby. But 
the qualification) should bo decided 
previously, iu cool judgraont, by men au- 
thorized to prepare a registration list, 
which list should bo duly revised after 
publication. As regards what should be 
tho necessary qualifications of a votor, 
that is a question difficult to answer in 
a general sonss. Couniries diffierontly 
circumstanced as regards the OCoupa* 
tiou, habits and numbor of their popula- 
tions, requiro franchises to meet what 
they conceive to bo their peculiar Bit u- 
atiou flnd condition; hence tho differ- 
ence in the systems of tranohiso existing 
in the Provinces of tho Dominion and in 
England. 'Cue object to bo sought is 
tojgive to every intelligent man who 
owes his allegiauco to the country and 
can prove himself a citizen o right to 
vote tor those who logislato and mnko 
laws for tho country; and in a new col- 
ony like British Columbia, where tbo 
popular element is necessarily new, a 
property qualification has U'ss claim to 
consideration than that of manhood 
alone. -But, in uocouuiry should « here 
be stronger guards against indiseriuiiu- 
ate voting than in this, owing to tho 
ephemeral character of tho residence of 
many of thoso who aro found amongst 
us. It becomes, then, a question of very 
grave importanco to the pooplo of this 
colony — as wo aro about boou to tako 
npon ourselves the responsibility of gov- 
erning the country according to the 
wishes of the peoplo— how we shall base 
aud perfect our law of franchiao so that 
good and effioient men may at all times 
be returned, who will not cause ns to 
regret that we sought and aooopted 
that eptire control over the government 
of this colony which, in other countries, 
has been a boon of inestimable value. 
As to what should be tho qualifications 
for a voter in this colony, wo think it 
Bhould be as largo and free us compati- 
ble with system and right, aud without 
overlooking tho claims made for pro- 
perty representation. Were every male 
British subject of 21 years of ago and 
upwards, who bus paid either property, 
poll or income tux, to a Municipality or 
the Government, allowed to v jio for 
a representative to tho Lo^islatura or a 
Municipal Council, no injustice would 
bo done to any interest in tho country, 
provided tho proof of such qualification 
wat duly registered for a certain period, 
say 3 or 6 nuriths previous to the elec- 
tion at which ho votes. Add to this the 
privilego of voting by ballot, and we 
think no hotter system could be adopt- 
ed is u frunoliiae for this colony; while 
by a registration system the poll will 
be saved from pollution by illegal votes 
deposited under tho saucti y of an oath. 

Probable Depth of (he Seas. 

Beforo tho dovico of telographic com- 
munication with America bad caused 
the bed of the -North Atlantic, to bo ex- 
plored by soundings to a depth seldom 
exoeodiug three mile*, there was reason 
to conclude from tho investigations of 
Dr Whcwoll on Cotidal Lines, thai a 
depth of nine miles was attained in tbo 
South Atlantio ; and irom the Beparatb 
computations of Airy and Haoghlon 
that a somewhat greater depth occurred 
in a part ot tbo course ol tho tido-wavos 
whioh wanhes the coast of Ireland, 
The greator portion of tho seabed is 
within reach of soundings directed by 
tbe anperior skill uud great persorvanoe 
of modern scientific navigators. A 
depth of six miles is said to have boon 
reached Ip one small tract of the Worth 
Atlantio ; depths < f nine or ton milos 
in tho doepottt channels of tho sea are 
probable from considering th general 
proportion whioh is likoly to obtain 
between sea-depths and raountuin tops. 
Thus tho data aro gradually collooied for 
a complete survoy of tlio bod of tho ttoa 
including among other things Informa- 
nt leaBt, concerning the dis- 
vegotuolo

<jf the Russian Minister demanding a revision 
of the treaty of 1856 ; the plucky attitude of 
Great Britain; the alliance of Greut Britain, 
Turkey, Austria and Italy ; ibe peremptory 
recall of the American Minister from London, 
and the French successes near Palis and 
Orleans have oteated a widespread inieresi. 
The detuaDd ol Rosnia, — unless Great Britain 
be prepared to abandon her East India poa. 
sessions and her commercial supremacy, and 
Turkey, Austria aDd Italy their individuality, 
will not for a moment be outeriaincd, and 
should Russia contravene the Treaty ol 18S6 
by invading the Turkish Principalities, or 
pluoing war-steamers on the Black tiea, she 
most prepare for a long and expensive war. 
Bismarck, who is suspected of having a 
socrot undorntandiog with Russia, professes 
to deprecate the Russian note. A few days, 
at moit, |md tbe worst or the best ol 
the embroglio will be known here. In the 
meantime the powers jtt disengaged are pre- 
paring for a struggle, and should war even- 
tuate the attitude ot the United States may 
become activels hostile in support ol Russia, 
in which eveut Canada would certainly be 
involved. Tbe receot French suecesi-ea near 
Orleans are supposed to ba but the com- 
mencement of a serie 1 ! of battles in whioh 
the French will be victorious. Tho report 
that Trocbu has got onto! Paris is scarcely 
•utitled to credence ; but should the report 
prove correot, the Prussians will be com- 
pelled to raire the siege of Paris and.: per- 
haps, beat a hasty rotreat npen Motz and 
Strasbourg.

LAST NIGHT'S DISPATCHES. 

Kuropc. 

London, Nov 16— A correspondont from 
Tours under date of ysatorday soud tho follow» 
ing : — Gen l'aladines has ordered a oorps of 
uri.000 men to advauco from Nemours along 
the lin'J of railroad to Coulters, and then move 
soutb-east to Tourney, to ofl'ect a junction 
there with tho loft wing of tho main body. 
The Government is in possession of infqrma* 
tiou that tlio army of Fredrick Charles is ad- 
vancing to reinforce the Duko of Mecklenburg 
who is commanding at Tourney. Tho Princo 
cannot possibly reach there before the 23rd. 
Oo tho 9th about one half of his forces bad 
reached Trooes, 125 miles from Tourney. On 
the 13th the rear of his army reached that 
place, and his scoutfl arrived at Nemours, but 
were captured by a detainment of (Varde Mo- 
bile, ilfeasurcs havo beon taken by the French 
to impede tho advance of the Princo from 
Nemours.nnd Tourney. Tho Duke of Mecklen- 
burg's lorcu consists of Von Dertann'a corps of 
20.000 men, the 1th, 17th and 22nd infantry 
division of 34.000, and 4900 cuviilry- P.ila. 
dailies' army contains a largo nunber of troops 
ot the liiis, and his forco it daily growing 
itrongor and being reinforced rapidly. In a 
short timo great quantities of arms will con- 
stantly be coming to hand by importation, 
while tbo manufacture of musketB, cannon 
carriages and equipments proceed with remar- 
kable activity. 

Toukb Nov 16 — Messlres in surrounded 
again by Gormsns and an artillery fire is 
kept up between tho town aud the besieg- 
ars.

The World's cuble dispatch says that tho 
whols Loudon press tomorrow morning will 
open cry against I uasia, appealing to the 
Government lo declare war it she persists in 
hor domanda. Feeling in the city is in- 
tense, and tbe excitement ia almost unpre- 
cedented and Government finds itself pres- 
sed lorward to an extent that it had not ox- 
pected at first to assume. This feeling is so 
strong that the Government is oonvioaed 
that it is UFclesa to resist. 

Groat activity prevails at the Dock yards 
and commercially; orders have boen given to 
arm, man aDd prepare fleets.

are in their haods and numbers of their 
strength are constantly increasing, ia short 
every thing promises a complete turning ol 
tables and utter annihilation of tho invaders 

Touas, Nov 16— No official news from ihe 
army of the Loire or Paris ia given to the 
public to-day. 

Advicos from all pnrlaof tbo country show 
tbere is great activity in preparing war ma- 
terial.
